Captain Petushkov (fnu), about 35 years of age, wearing re. o «tlots 
with longitudinal silver stripes and living in Jerder (WJ 93/. 93), 
was in charge of the military merchandise section of the da not. Ie 
often made official trips to Leinzig, Cottbus {" 52/A 57), Dresden

Burgstaedt (N 51/K 56) Sugply Depot. 
hs The Burgstedt equipment and clothing de.ot was enclosed by a board 
fence in carly September 1950. The Gorman workers had te vass through 
a guardhouse when entering the denct area and wore checked by soldiers 
wearing black<bordored red epaulets when leavinz after working 
hours. Some oj them were searched to the skin. Fifty to sixty Gernan 
workers aoe employed in the shoemaker's and tadloris shons astablishad 
there, (¢ ) 
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5. The number of the guards of the derxt located in tae former 
engine factory has been increased since 15 September. A tele~ 
shone exchange, from which field wires lead to the equioment 
and clotiing desot and the Narkersdorf (N 51/K 67) depot, was 
identified in a room on the first floor of itildinz No 4 of 
the depot. (6) 


Dainenwalde (N 54/U 61) Ammunition and Ordnance Depots 


6, Thirty-six more rocket launchers were shin ed hy rail to the 

Dannenwalde-Seilershof ammmition devot between 23 and 28 October, 

J according to local residents, Numerous rocket launchers had to be 
stored in the oven, bocause the capacity of the available store= 
houses was inadequate. From time to tine, rocket launchers vere 
surplied by the devot to individual military costs, For examle, 
& small numbor of rocket lawnchers were allegecly shinved to 
Neuruppin (N 53/2 49) recently, (7) 


7. In early Noverber it was learned that the wumbor of rocket laun- 
chers stored in the Seilershof ammunition denot had recantly 
decreased, the rocket launchers were allegedly distributed to 
severai miulita yosts in sliipments of four or five. Trucks 

loaded with ammunition boxes, were seen 

to move into the ammunition desot. (8)

8. On 3 October soma of the storage bunkers and other installations 
of the Fuerstensee awnmition depot were reconditioned, The depot 
areé, was, however, reduced in size. A fonce with watchtowers was 
constructed around this reduced area, The dexot proper, in which 
no ammunition was stored accorling to congruent statements by 
several local residents, was guarded by a soviet detail.. the depot 
installations outside the fence were destroyed and reledsed. (9) 


9, A small cump, allegedly an ammunition dump of the Volkspolizei, 
‘yas located north of the Fuerstensee desot. It was cuarded by 
VYolksgolizei personnel. 


10. As oreviously reported, a train of 10 tank cars hai entored the 
ammunition desot some time ao. It was learned, however, that this 
train, which had entored the devot in two scctions, hac been side» 
tracked there only tomporarily and had departed tovard Puerstenberc 
(uy S/T £2) one or two days lator. The train allecadly went to the 
training grounds, where the fuel was nicked wo by truck colums on 
the open line, a o.ractice which has beon repeatedly observed. (10)

11, On 28 October, four coaches and six boxears marked ith red crosses 
were observed on the railroad sour of the Soviet Army main medical

Markersdorf (11 51/K 67) Motor Vehicle Ropair Shop, 


12, 0a 13 September, the commanding officer of the motor vehicle reoair 
shop in the Groma "lant was transferred to Grima (N 52/8 40). 
Ne was raplaced by a major who arrived in Markersdorf together with 
two nore majors and three lieutenant colonels, All those officers 
wore redebordered colden evaulets, Ahout twenty German workers were 
employed in the repair shop. (12) 
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13. In the afternoon of 22 September, about 25 soldiers wearing 
black=bordered red_opaniets left the eeopair shop with all their 


25X1 bagecage on truck heading toward Chenmits., Some of 
the soldiers were armed ith rifles and some with submachine 
guns. (13) 

1. In the afternoon of 10 October, signal truck Opel 25X1 
25X14 sedan 2i=ton trucks and bus 25X1 
25X1 which came from the repair shop were all loaded on rail- 

road cars at the Markersdorf railroad station. (14) one Cti‘(iizCz 25X1 


Opel sedan, two German=made l-ton trucks, one truck trailer loaded 
with four truck engines,and other motor vehicle Spare varts were 
also observed to be loaded on railroad cars. ALL the motor vohicles 
had been towed from the repair shop to the railroad station by a 
diesel tractor of the irfurt (I! S1/J 36) Kw (community ‘cononic 
Enterprise). The loading was done by Germans, TS was learned that 
‘the motor vehicles were deadlined and wero given to transportation 
companies in the city of Urfurt. The railroad cars ~ere coupled to 
a freight train which left toward Chemnitz st 9 Sits 


1S. A% about 2 o.m. on 19 October 9 Approximately 30 soldiers vearins 
bilack-bordered red epanlets arrived in Turgstaedt aboard the rapnylar 
passenger train from the direction of Chemitz, The soldiors vere 
clad in new uniforms, had their bazrage with them and were arned 
with rifles and submachine suns. Thoy were taken to Markersdorf on 
25X1 truck led hy a senior lieutenant wearing red=bordered 
golden enaulets. was leorned that the soldiers had heen replace=

-16, On 13 September, it was learned that 15 to 20 fenale and 10 mele Germans 
were enployed in the medical depot. (16) In the afternoon of 27 September, 
25X1 truck commanded by a senior lieutenant wearinc red~bordered 
golden epaulets, was loaded in front of the cevot with ton boxes, meas~ 
uring 70x70x60 em and containing drugs, drossing material, and SO8D» 
The truck left toward Chomits. (13) At noon of 29 septerber » truck 
25X14 ae loaded in front of the medical dexot with six boxes, con 
aining items of the same type ae described above and six sacks containing 
soda. * senior lieutenant wearing red=borderad golden enaulets was ob= 
served to be in charge of the shipment, Simultaneously, truck 25X1 
was loaded with five boxes and four sacks containin? coods of the sane 
tyne as described above. The truck vas driven by a tank troover. A lieu= 
tenant wearing redebordered zolden epaulets rode beside the driver, The 
two trucks left toward Chemnitz at about 3 o.m. (17) 


17. At about h o.m, on 5 October one boxcar containing 30 boxes » GOxG0x60 on, 
and 25 sacks was unloaded at the Markers—dor? railroad station. The ship= 
ment had been disvatehed by Fett-Chonie, Chomitz, The boxes » containing 

toilet soas, and the sacks containins voudercd soap and soda, were taken 
5X1 to the medical de rot on truck, This truck allegedly belonged 
to the renair shon in the Groma Plant. 


18. Major Marinishenko (fnu), was identified to be in charge of the repair 
shon and the medical depot.

19. Letween 19 and 22 October, Gerwan trans sortation companies took the scrap 
metal stored in the ordnance dex0t at the lerseburg airfield to the Heine 
rich liode Firm by order of the ATG, The depot was allegedly cleared because 
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the airfield was to be put inte oneration again. Sxtemsive ore- 
yaratory measures for building operations were observed. Field 
rails, ties, 50 lorries, cement in sacks and boards came iin via 
the railroad sour and were dumed in the northwestern corner 

of the eirfield. Also, three sheds were constructed there. A 
scaffold, 50 by 20 moters, was set up on the northern edge of the 
airfield, (18)

DL. A train of ten locked boxcars arrived at the depot on 23 September. 
Aboxt Oo troops were trucked to the de.ot from Nacdeburg (1 53/Y¥ 69) 
thet night to store the undetermined contents of the cars in Jare~ 
hoase No IV. One more row of windows was covered with cloths in this 
warehouse. (20) 


22, 4 train of 2h) locked boxcars commanded by Captain Dulanich (fnu), 

arrived at the dovot on 29 September. Twenty boxcors contained - 

clothes, padded winter clothing and boots. The articles were stora. 

by Geruan workers in “Varchouses ‘Jo V, VI, and VII. Atout 40 soldiers 
again arrived from Magdeburg to unload the other four boxcars anc to 
store the unidentified items in “archouse No IV. It was rumored that 
these items were weapons and munitions, Sight sliding doors of thioware~ 
house were sealed. (20) : 


23, Late in September, the Uorman workers were told to be ready for wrk 
on Sunday, 1 October, to unload a freight train with 50,000 overcoats, 
expected to arrive from Rornau during the preceding night. (21) 


2h. An order for the repair of 50,000 fur caps was canceled in late Gep= 
tember 1950, Recause the completion of this repair work had suddenly 
become very urgent only about 1,000 fur caps were to be sent to the 
revair shop of the army ordnance des0t to be repairec, whereas the 
remaining )6,0CO0 fur caps were to be shigped by freight cars to other 
renair shops in Rernau and Frankfurt/Oder. (22)

26, The mysterious shipments still continnec in late Uetobor. The contents of 
the freight cars were always stored in «arehouse No IV by troops. No details 
on the items stored were learned. to increased activities indicating some 
snecial military measures were observed in the installution.

27. The losding activities in the Soviet Army tire and spare arts devot housed 


in the Lowa Plent, “Wilcouy continued on } and 5 Aucust. Ib agoeared that 
only motor vehicle spare parts were loaied during the time of observations 
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of clothing which, according to a previous rove vl suse 
movements, was Cispatched from the Bernau clothin:: daot to 
Schoenebeck on 27 Sextonber. 25x1 
(22) ‘the Bernau clothing desot is know. No clothing doxzot has boon 
reported to be located in Frankfurt/Oder, however. 
(23) Three trucks belonged to headquarters units of the Third Shock 
Army arc two trucks to the 3d Gds AAA Div of the Third Shock
